Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

J his  Report  not  only  deals  with  the  health  of  Buglawton 
during  192S,  but  is  also  a Survey  Report  dealing  with  the 
measure  of  public  health  progress  made  in  this  area  since  the 
last  Survey  Report,  that  I presented  to  you  in  1921,  the  gen- 
eral local  public  health  services  are  also  dealt  with  in  more 
detail  than  in  the  ordinary  Annual  Reports. 

Buglawton  is  an  extensive  district,  chiefly  of  a rural  char- 
acter, with  a populous  Village  situated  on  the  bank  of  the 
River  Dane. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are: — Agricul- 
ture, Dyeing  and  Bleaching,  Velvet  Cutting,  Branches  of  the 
Paper  Trade,  and  Towel  Weaving.  Since  the  last  Survey 
Report  two  fresh  businesses  have  been  established,  a small  Silk 
Winding  Factory,  and  The  Flavannah  Mills  Company  who 
have  reconstructed  the  Windsor  Mill  and  built  the  Eton  Mill 
for  the  manufacture  of  Machine-cut  Velvet  and  Cord. 

Most  of  these  occupations  are  healthy,  but  at  the  Bleach 
and  Dye  Works  there  are  a certain  number  of  cases  of  Der- 
matitis, though  I have  not  noticed  any  other  impairment  of 
health  among  the  employees  that  can  be  put  down  to  indus- 
trial causes. 

The  lowest  lying  part  of  the  Village  is  only  280  feet  above 
sea  level,  whilst  “The  Cloud,”  a high  hill  forming  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  parish  is  1190  feet  above  sea  level- 

The  subsoil  of  the  District  is  clay  drift,  overlying  red 
marl,  beneath  this  being  red  and  yellow  sandstone.  Cloud 
Hill  consists  of  millstone  grit  outcropping  through  the  sub- 
soil; beneath  this  are  strata  of  crowstone  and  mountain  lime- 
stone. Here  and  there  pockets  of  sand  are  found  throughonr 
the  District.  The  consistently  low  death  rate  in  Buglawton, 
the  ample  and  wholesome  water  supply,  together  with  the 
beautiful  scenery,  would  in  my  opinion  make  it  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  healthy  residential  districts  in  Cheshire  if 
there  were  better  railway  facilities.  I'he  main  line  from  Man- 
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Chester  to  London  runs  through  a considerable  portion  of  the 
parish,  but  there  is  no  railway  station.  Overcrowding  in  this 
area,  has  been  overcome  by  the  completion  of  the  Council 
Housing  Scheme,  and  reconstruction  in  the  Havannah  Vil- 
l:;ge,  and  on  the  Hank  House  Instate,  '^i'he  Housing  Scheme, 
consisting  of  28  houses  in  High  Lowe  Avenue  adjacent  to  the 
Village,  and  of  4 houses  in  Weathercock  Lane  close  to  Cloud 
Hill,  was  completed  during  1922,  and  al  ihe  houses  were 
speedily  tenanted;  and  a number  of  houses  which  were  found 
to  be  defective  during  the  Survey  have  been  put  in  good  or- 
der. In  addition  to  the  Housing  Scheme,  the  housing  accom- 
modation of  the  District  has  considerably  increased  by  private 
efforts,  mainly  of  reconstruction;  Bank  House  has  been  turned 
into  8 self-contained  flats,  and  outbuildings  have  been  con- 
verted into  6 small  houses;  The  Havannah  Mills  Company 
have  reconstructed  one  side  of  New  Street  in  Havannah  Vil- 
lage, 16  houses  have  been  converted  in  7 double-fronted^'and 
2 single-fronted  houses,  with  water  laid  on,  electric  light, 
and  water  carriage  system  ; both  areas  have  their  own  private 
under-pressure  water  supplies. 

The  Buglawton  Council  in  1912  decided  to  augment  their 
water  supply,  and  instructed  Mr-  Russell  Hall,  L.R.I.B.A.,  *o 
prepare  plans  for  taking  in  further  upland  springs,  particu- 
larly Mellor’s  Spring,  but  ,’argely  owing  to  the  War  and  the 
opposition  of  those  who  had  water  rights  the  sche.me  was 
abandoned,  but  in  1923  a fresh  scheme  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Russell  Hall,  and  after  an  Inquiry,  provisionally  approved  of 
by  the  Ministry  oflHeallh,  the  site  for  boring  being  fixed  by 
Dr.  Lapworth.  The  scheme  has  now  been  practically  com- 
pleted, with  the  result  that  Buglawton  has  now  an  ample  and 
excellent  water  supply. 

The  h ealth  of  the  district  has  been  very  satisfactory  dur- 
ing 192S,  and  apart  from  notifiable  diseases  mentioned  later  in 
this  report,  the  only  causes  of  sickness  worthy  of  mention, 
were  a number  of  mild  cases  of  Measles  in  May  and  Jurie 
among  children  attending  Mossley  Schottt,  some  mild  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  in  the  December  quarter,  and  a number  of 
rather  severe  cases  of  Influenza  in  April,  two  deaths  being 
due  to  this  cause.

Hospitals, — 'rWc'ic  arc  no  hospitals  in  liiiplawton  ; the  Fever  and 
Small-pox  Hospitals  are  su))i)orted  by  the  I'rban  District  Council 
as  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  of  the  CoiiRleton  and  District 
Joint  Hospital  Board;  hospital  facilities  have  been  sufficient  since  the 
last  Survc\  Report,  and  have  been  utilized  to  a satisfactory  extent. 

(1)  Tuberculosis. — The  arrangements  are  entireK'  under  the  Count.v 
Council,  who  treat  suitable  cases  at  the  Cheshire  joint  .Sanatorium, 
and  at  numerous  other  .Sanatoria,  Pulmcnary  Hospitals,  .Sjtecial  In- 
stitutions for  Children,  Orthopaedic  Institutions,  Convalescent  Homes, 
and  Trairiing'  Colonies. 

(2)  Maternity. — .St.  Mark’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  is  the  nearest. 

(3)  Children.- — There  is  a Chddren’s  Hospital  at  Manchester,  and  a 
Criir])le’s  Hospital  at  .Stoke-on-Trent. 

(4)  Fever. — West  Heath  .Sanatorium,  for  cases  of  .Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  and  Fyidioid  Fever,  also  for  Cerebro-Si'.inal  Meningritis  and 
F.ncejihalitis  T.etharffica  if  beds  are  available.  There  are  47  beds,  and 
as  this  hospital  ser\es  6 sejjarate  authorities  with  a combined  popu- 
lation of  over  43000,  if  several  of  the  Districts  were  attacked  at  the 
same  time  by  .Scarlet  Fever  there  would  be  some  shortage  of  accommo- 
dation, thouR'h  Buglawton  Crban  District  has  so  far  exi)crienced  no 
difficult;.’  of  this  kind.

(6)  Other. — Congleton  War  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Union  Infirm- 
ai\'  at  .Arclid,  the  Royal  .North  .Staffordshire  Infirmary  at  .Stoke,  and 
Hospitals  at  Manchester.

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases. — 'riiere  are  no  arrangements  in  this 
district. 

Midwives. — Ihere  are  none  employed,  nor  subsidized  by  the  Local 
.Authoril.w  Fhe  Buglawton  Dis'rict  Nurse  is  a Certified  Midwife  aiui 
resides  and  jiraclises  in  the  Urban  District,  four  non-resident  mid- 
wives also  practise  in  Buglawton. 

Chemical  Work. — Samples  of  water  from  the  iiublic  supply  are  an- 
alv  scd  from  time  to  time  b>'  Mr.  S.  E.  Melling,  F.I.C.,  County  .Analyst, 
as  are  also  samjiles  from  private  supplies  when  circumstances  warrant 
it. 

During  the  five  years,  lo  .Analyses  were  made  from  the  public 
supiily  with  satisfactory  reiiorts  in  each  instance,  and  2 were  made 
from  iirivate  supjilies,  both  were  found  unsatisfactory,  one  was  remed- 
ied, and  in  the  other  case  the  jiublic  supply  was  installed.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — The  original  water  suipily  is  obtained  from  upland  springs 
on  Cloud  Side,  and  during-  1925  a borehole  was  sunk  that  taiipcd  a 
constant  and  amjile  additional  sujiply.  New  mains  have  been  laid 
through  parts  of  the'  district  jneviously  not  suipilied  under  pressur"', 
and  with  the  excciition  of  a few  outK  ing  farms  and  cottages  the  area 
has  now  an  ample  and  constant  suiipK'  of  water.  In  fact,  the  sui^idv 
ii  greater  than  the  needs  of  the  area.  The  water  which,  on  anal>sis 
v\as  found  to  be  excellent,  was  rcjjorted  on  by  the  Count\-  .Analyst, 
and  though  a very  soft  water,  no  jjlumbo  solvent  action  was  found. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — The  Daneinshaw  Brook  and  'rimbersbrook 
are  both  slightl\-  polluted  b\-  effluent  treated  before  discharged  from 
factories  where  chemicals  are  used  in  the  manufacturing  iiroccsses. 
.Any  action  reciuired  is  taken  by  the  Rivers’  Pollution  Committee  of 
the  Count\-  Council. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — OnK-  the  Village  is  sewered  ; there  is  \er\’ 
little  trade  sewage,  and  the  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Congleton  Sewage 
WOrks.  In  the  remainder  of  the  district  no  general  scheme  is  iiractic- 
able. 
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Closet  Accommodation. — WaU-r-closcts  171.  Pail-tloscts  241,  Privy- 
niidclciis  /().  TI10  luimlKT  of  l^rivy-miclclcns  are  being- 
stcaclilv-  leclucecl,  and  where  possible  pail-elosets  liavc  been  converted 
into  water-closets;  since  iQeo,  30  conversions  have  been  made. 

Scavenging. — Pail-closets  are  emptied  woekK' : house  refuse  is  col- 
lected weekly,  beiiig  removed  to  tips  in  outKing  i)arts  of  the  district, 
'•'here  are  no  earth-closets;  tlie  priv\-middens  are  emiUied  on  noti;e 
being  gi\en,  and  after  being  emptied  tire  deodorized  with  .Sanitas; 
there  are  ;ds')  15  cessiiools.  There  are  now  a considerable  number 
of  movaTilc  ashbins  with  |)ro])er  co\erings. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — 'This  will  be  found  in  'Tabular 
Form  at  the  end  of  the  Hep.ort.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  re|)orts  that 
he  has  made  502  ins|)ections,  served  15  statutory  and  08  informal 
notices,  lot)  of  which  htiva  been  com])lied  with,  and  4 still  remain  in 
Irand.  13  prosecutions  were  instituted  :ind  2 :ire  pending. 

Other  Sanitary  Conditions  requiring  Notice  : — 

(1)  Factories  and  Workshops. — 'There  are  3 Workshojis  including  one 
Worksho)) — bakehouse ; all  were  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 
'There  arc  12  Factories,  several  of  which  have  onl\-  worked  for  short 
periods,  S inspections  were  made  during  1925,  and  no  defects  were 
found. 

(2)  Rag  Flock  Act. — 'There  are  no  piemiscs  coming  under  this  .\ct. 

(3)  Dairies  and  Cow£heds_ — flave  been  found  on  the  whole  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  During  lyes,  the  Sanitary  Insirector  made  bo 
insiiections,  in  addition  to  inspections  made  by  myself ; 4 informal 
notices  were  served,  and  all  were  complied  with.. 

Smoko  Abatemsnt. — Ctbscrvations  are  made  during  the  general 
insi)Cction  of  the  District,  but  the  densitv  and  duration  of  smoke 
emitted  from  the  few  factories  in  the  district  calls  for  no  action. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye-laws  or 
Regulations. — 'There  are  now  no  olTensivc  trades  in  the  area.  No  under- 
ground bedrooms.  'There  is  on.e  house  let  in  lodgings,  but  the  char- 
acter of  the  tenants  calls  for  no  action. 

The  Elementary  School. — 'The  onl\-  l-'lementary  .Sch.ocl  in  tlic  I'rb.rn 
.\rea  is  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  C heshire  County  Coun- 
cil. The  sanitar\-  conditions  of  the  .School  are  e.xcellent,  and  the 
.School  is  sujjplied  with  water  under  i)ressurc  b\-  the  Crban  District 
C'ouncil.  T’recautions  are  taken  on  the  outbjcak  of  infectious  diseasvs 
for  preventing  the  sinead  thereof  b\-  closing  the  School,  and  thorough 
disinfection  is  then  carried  out  b\-  the  T'rban  Sanitary  .\uthority. 
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HOUSING

(3)  No  imjiortant  changes  in  population  have  taken  place  nor 
are  an.v  anticiiiated  ; 

(11.)  Overcrowding  : — There  is  no  overcrowding  in  the  district. 
(III.)  Fitness  of  houses. 

(1)  (a)  'I'hc  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  fair 

to  good  ; (b)  The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  c.xist  is, 
windows  not  opening,  and  damijness  of  walls  arising  from  the  non- 
e.xistence  of  damp-courses. 

(c)  Lack  of  su)5er\ision  and  interest  on  jjart  of  owners  is  a 
large  factor  with  regard  to  defects,  probably  owing  to  smallness  cf 
rents  jnovided  in  this  area. 

(2)  General  .-Vetion  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses  ; — 

(a)  the  Public  Health  Acts. — Informal  notices  are  generally  ser- 
ved and  usually  comj^lied  with,  but  in  1025,  eleven  prosecutions 
were  instituted  following  failure  to  comi)l.\-  with  statutory  notices,  hi 
5 instance  fines  were  imiiosed,  but  in  the  remaining  6 cases,  the 
defendants  agreed  to  remedy  the  defects,  and  the  summonses  were 
withdrawn  , on  jrax  ment  of  costs  by  the  defendants. 

(b)  the  Housing  Acts.— It  has  been  found  unnecessary  to  take 
action  under  these  .\cts,  all  notices  having  been  served  under  the 
Public  Health  .Acts. 

(3)  No  great  ditficult\‘  has  been  found  in  remeebing  unfitness; 

(4)  Water  supitly  to  the  houses  is  satisfactory,  as  also  is  the 
disirosal  of  refuse,  the  closet  accommodation  is  stcadil.v  improving, 
all  new  houses  with  one  exception  hav  ing  the  water  carriage  system, 
and  conversions  from  privy-middens  are  steadilv-  taking  jjiace. 

IV.)  Unhealthy  Areas, — There  were  4 small  unhealthy  areas,  3 
have  been  put  in  s'Uisfactorv  order,  but  with  regard  to  the  fourth, 
situated  in  Mill  Street,  though  certain  im|)rovements  have  taken 
idace  and  are  proceeding,  this  cannot  yet  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  EOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — There  is  no  milk  bj-ought  into  the  area,  the 
district  being-  a dair\-  one.  The  milk  sujiph'  is  generally  good. 
'I'he  largest  jjortion  is  sent  to  the  neighbouring  large  towns 
and  is  collected  by  dried  milk  manufacturers  and  others.  Tm; 
various  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  are  periodically  ins|;cctcd, 
and  arc  generalh'  in  a clean  and  wholesome  condition. 

(i)  Tuberculosis  cattle  arc  insiiected  by  a Vctcrinarx-  Inspect- 
or and  dealt  with  b\-  the  Cheshire  Count,\-  Council  Olificials. 

(ii)  No  licenses  have  been  granted  for  the  sale  of  Milk  under 
sjiccial  designations. 

(b)  Meat 

(i)  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed  Inspector  un- 
der the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  i<)24,  and  has 
inspected  carcases  on  recciiit  of  notice.

.Ml  cases  notified  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  promptly  visited  by  me, 
and  in  those  cases  for  which  hosi)ital  accommodation  is  provided,  if  the 
rcs|)onsible  person  is  willing-  for  the  i)atient  to  be  removed  and  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  warrant  it,  I endeavour  to  have  the  patient 
removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital  the  same  day,  the  bedding  is  also  re- 
moved to  the  Hospital  to  be  disinfected,  the  house  is  thoroughly  dis- 
infected b\-  the  Sanitarv-  Inspector,  who  also  makes  an  inspection  of 
the  sanitar\-  state  of  the  |;rcmises.  Where  a patient  is  isolated  at  home, 
l)criodical  visits  arc  jvaid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  to  sec 
that  strict  istjlation  is  observed,  disinfectants  arc  iirovided,  and  the 
house,  bedding,  and  infected  clothes  are  disinfected  at  the  end  of  the 
l)er:od  of  quarantine.  In  all  instances,  other  children  in  the  infected 
houses,  aie  kept  away  from  .School  and  .Sunda.v  School  so  long-  as 
there  is  an\-  tear  of  them  carr\  ing  infection. 

In  cases  of  non-notifiable  acute  infectious  disease,  I visit  and  en- 
deavour to  isolate,  when  I hear  of  the  cases. 

Disinfecticn. — Of  houses  and  of  Schools  is  carried  out  under  the 
ditcctions  of  the  Sanitary  Insp.ector  bv-  means  of  a formalin  spray. 
When  required  bedding  is  disinfected  at  W'est  Heath  Sanatorium 
in  a Washington-Lyon  Steam  Aj)paratus,  No  special  arrangements 
are  made  for  disinfestation. 

No  vaccinations  have  been  i)erformed  by  me  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-po.v  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917;  nor  have  the  Schick  and 
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Dick  Icsl.s  in  Dii)lulu'ri;i  and  Scailct  Fever  rcbijectivcly  been  made  use 
t)f,  nor  liavc  any  recently  developed  arlilicial  metliods  of  immunization 
against  the  diseases  been  used. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  been  on  the  whole  prompt 
and  satisfactory,  i)articularly  with  re«ard  to  f’neumonia  and  Ophthal- 
mia Neonatorum.  In  two  cases  of  'J'ubcrculosis,  I was  not  satisfied  with 
rcR-ard  to  the  inomptness  of  notification,  in  the  first  I obtained  a 
satisfactory  e.xplanation  from  the  notifying-  inactitioner,  in  the  other 
case  the  Council  instructed  their  Clerk  to  obtain  an  explanation  from 
the  medical  practitioner  concerned,  but  no  further  action  was 
considered  necessar\-. 

Diphtheria  .\ntitoxin  in  small  or  large  doses  is  supi)lied  to  Medical 
Practitioners  on  ajjplication  to  me,  and  in  most  instances  has  been 
l)romi)tl\-  applied  for  and  used.  During  the  \ears  under  review  13 
doses  were  supj)lied. 

There  have  been  no  noteworthy  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases  except  a number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  which  I deal 
with  later  in  this  re|)ort ; there  have  been  a few  slight  outbreaks  of 
Influenza,  onl_\-  5 deaths  due  to  this  cause  occurring  during  the  5 
years  ; two  mild  epidemics  of  Measles  occurred,  no  deaths  being  due 
t>)  this  disease  ; school  intimations  of  cases  being  of  great  service  in 
checking  the  outbreaks. 

Since  the  last  Suivey  Reijort,  12  deaths  have  been  due  to  Cancer. 

Laboratory  Work. — Si^ecimens  from  suspected  cases  of  Dijjhtheria 
and  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  and  blood  speciments  from  suspected 
'I'yphoid  cases  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health  I.aboratory,  Man- 
chester I 'niversity,  and  sputum  from  suspected  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  at  the  County  Laboraton-,  Chester.  In  all,  18  sirecimens 
from  suspected  cases  of  Dii^htheria  were  examined  with  positive  results 
in  4 instances,  and  27  of  sus|5ected  Tuberculosis  with  positive  results 
ill  3 instances.  Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis  are  made  satisfactory 
use  of,  except  in  cases  of  suspected  Tyjrhoid 

Diphtheria. — 

In  ig22  a number  of  cases  occurred  among  children  attending  the 
Council  School,  two  aiiiiarently  healthy  children  were  discovered  to  be 
carriers,  and  were  isolated  and  treated  with  .\ntitoxin  until  they  were 
free  from  infection.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  8 cases  were  scatierccl  throughout  the  year,  4 
being:  removed  to  Hosirital,  the  others  being-  satisfactorily  isolated  at 
home,  in  no  instance  could  the  source  of  infection  be  traced. 

Typhoid  Fever. — One  case  occurred  in  August,  was  removed  to  Ilos- 
irital,  and  recovered,  no  sanitary  defects  were  found  nor  could  the 
source  of  the  infection  be  traced.  The  other  case,  which  was  of  Par.i- 
typhoid  t>pe  occurred  in  November  in  a house  adjacent  to  the  gulley 
trap  of  a i(;ad  drain,  in  cotinection  with  which  comjrlaints  had  been  re- 
ceived of  an  offensive  smell,  the  matter  was  discussed  at  a Council 
Meeting  on  31st  August,  correspondence  took  place  between  the  County 
M.O.ll.  and  m.vself,  and  the  Countv-  and  District  Survevors,  and  ap- 
I'.arcntly  the  cost  of  anv-  alterations  fell  on  the  owner  of  the  adjoining 
I)roi)ertv-  owing  to  the  Factory  being  built  over  a stone  culvert  with 
which  the  road  drain  was  connected.  I again  reported  the  matter  to  the 
Council  in  October,  but  probablv-  owing  to  disputed  liability  for  the' 
cost,  nothing  was  done  until  November,  after  the  case  of  Tyi^houl 
had  been  reimrted,  the  end  of  the  culvert  was  then  built  ui)  and  the 
road  drain  diverted.  .As  it  was  impossible  to  insitect  the  culvert 
owing  to  the  Factory  being  built  over  it,  one  cannot  report  on  its 
condition,  but  I do  not  think  it  likely  to  have  caused  the  Typhoitl 
Fever.  In  neither  case  did  I receive  a bacteriological  reirort  confirm- 
ing the  diagnosis.

Measles. — Mild  epidemics  occurred  in  iq::’  and  i()24,  and  in  1025  a 
numl)cr  of  cases  occurred  Puc  scarcely  amounting-  to  an  epidemic,  no 
deaths  being  due  to  this  cause  during  the  \cars  sur\cyed.  The  disease 
is  not  notifiable,  but  isolation  is  carried  out  so  far  as  i)ossible,  an.i 
children  from  the  infected  households  are  excluded  from  school.  'I'hc 
Council  School  was  closed  in  ig22  and  1024  on  account  of  Measles. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea.-  few  cases  occurred  in  .August,  102 1,  but 
caused  no  deaths.
